This is not possible, however, when they arc 


not on stage at the dinner table in frequent re- 
vivals with an all new cast. 


You do not have to be an old-timer to recall 


that baked beans or their ubiquitous cousins,-pork 
and beans, were formerly so common that many 
small eating places were called "Beaneries." 


But it is a long time now since the waitress 


would relay an order for these sturdy legumes to 
the kitchen with a hoarse cry of "A thousand on a 
plate!" 


On the rare occasions restaurants serve 


beans, now, the consumer thereof has a suspi- 
cion that they came from a can.

Sometimes they appear floundering in a sea of 


tomato sauce, which, to the real aficionado of beans, 
is a grievous injury. 


Even a Mexican chef will take out after you 


with a meat axe if you so much as hint a belief that 
he may have added tomato sauce to his frijoles. 


And there are those who frown sternly on an- 


other modern insult to frank and honest beans, 
the intrusion of dismembered wienies into the 
scene.

True bean lovers have always been ready 


to concede that the individual has his own 
right to deluge his plate of beans with catsup, 
Worcestershire sauce, vinegar, or whatever 
else he might fancy, but they should not be 
served with these questionable condiments al- 
ready cooked in. 


As a matter of fact, the true" bean lover is a 


sensitive and often hot-tempered critic of the 
manner in which baked beans are prepared. 


Among the baked bean classicists, of which 


there are several schools stemming from New 
England, there are areas of violent disagreement 
on the manner of soaking and cooking the beans, as 
well as the size of the beans to be used. 


Even hotter controversy has raged for many 


years about the auxiliary contents of the recipe 
which may,,,or may not, contain salt pork or ham, 
mustard, brown sugar, molasses, salt, pepper, bak- 
ing soda and onions. 


Pitched battles have been fought over dis- 


putes as to whether "salt pork should be placed on 
top of the beans or imbedded well clown in the 
corpus.

It was a simple affair, really, by todny's standards 
Tlie American Telephone and Telegraph company, by 
a superhuman effort, set up special phone lines to 2a 
radio stations as far wist from New York as Kansas 
Cily and presented a program of music, and enter 
lainment, which was a prediction of things to come 


That night, November 15, 1920, the newly created Na- 


tional Broadcasting company hired Mary Garden, Wil 
Rogers, Weber and Fields, Walter Uamrosch, Titla 
llufl'rj, Ihe famous Kranku Goldman band, George 01 
son, Bon Bernie, B. A. Rolfe and Vincent Lopez, to send 
out lo an eager nation. 


Host of these people were lo become big names in 


American radio, and stars .of the national broadcasting 
industry.

SINCK THAT HISTORIC night, just a little over 35 


years ago, radio developed into the universal medium 
and gave birth lo television. It was not long after the 
birth of the NEC networks that the American people 
immediate1}' expressed a desire lo have television. 


The desire lo see what they were hearing made 


the developers of the video medium spur their work 
to malic (lie whole Ihing possible. H's hard to realize 
bill it was only a few years aflcr commercial radio 
became a reality that there were in this country 
five experimental television stations. The oldest,

Lee's KIIJ-TV in Hollywood.

THE FIRST OFFICIAL television broadcast, under 


license, is an honor thai RCA-NBC truly deserves. It 
was at the New York World's fair in 1939 that David 
Sarnoff and President Roosevelt stood before the tele- 
vision cameras lo officially open the Fair al Flushing, 
Long Island. Three hundred-sels received Ihe piclurc. 


This occurred, if you'll nole, just 13 short years 


after the first network radio broadcasts. 


So it might be said that television was born be- 


cause the American people showed a sincere and hon- 
est desire to see their favorites as well as hear them. 
Television then was born into a world of entertainment. 


Today its prime function is to entertain. The public 


service, educational, cultural, and Information programs 
are a wonderful and necessary bonus, one might say, 
but we must never forget in our criticism of the medi- 
um that it came to us as an entertainment medium.

In all the talk about fallout shelters and civil 


defense and the like, two assumptions are discussed 
again and again. 


People seem to assume that a shelter owner will 


have to defend his hole-in-the-ground against those 
who do not build their own. They also assume that 
chaos and disorder will reign generally after a nu- 
clear disaster happens. 


Neither assumption gives much credit to. human 


beings. Yet mankind has shown over and over again 
that it can and will rise to sublime heights when the 
occasion demands. And this fact challenges bofh 
assumptions. 


The history 'of disasters is full of examples of 


men who risked their lives that others might live 
through them. Countless individuals have deliberately 
laid down their lives to save others. Recall the sink- 
ing of the Titanic; in that night of horror the number 
of men who stayed behind so that women and children 
could be saved far exceeded the number who tried 
to save their own lives at the expense of others. 


There is no reason to believe that it would be 


otherwise in an atomic disaster. Some of the shel 
terless might attack the sheltered; most would not, 
and the number of persons who voluntarily gave up 
space in their own shelters that others might live 
would far exceed the number who would fend their 
neighbors .off with a gun. 


As for the notion that chaos would reign, it also 


underestimates the record written by civilized men. 
There would be a certain amount of looting and law- 
lessness, no doubt — in the areas directly affected 
by such a disaster. But other areas would remain 
relatively untouched. And from these areas would 
come, as soon as possible, forces to restore law and 
order.

SOCIAL SECURITY 
Law Changes 


Add Benefits 


Are you a working person 65 or over who has never applied 


for .social security benefits? 
If so, you will want to ask your 


social security office for a copy of a new leaflet, 


Entitled, "You Don't Have to Retire Completely to Get Social 


Security Benefits," the leaflet explains changes in the law recently 
enacted by congress which raises the amount an older worker can 
earn and still collect some bene- 
fits in addition to this earnings 


Older 
working people, 
made 


eligible to collect some benefits 
because of these changes, will 
need to get their applications on 
file before the end pf January 
1962, 
according to Edward J 


Foley, district manager of the 
San Mateo social security office. 
Otherwise, they stand a chance 
of losing some of the social se- 
curity payments now due them. 


He cited the example ot a couple 


who would be entitled upon ap- 
plication to a monthly check of 
$180, about the maximum now 
payable to a retired worker and 
dependent wife. 


Under the law in effect until the 


begining of this year, Foley said. 
this couple could not be paid any 
benefits for- the year if the hus- 
band's earnings exceeded S2080. 
Under the new law, his earnings 
could go as high as $3810 before 
the couple would have to forego 
all of their social security benefits. 


A retired worker with no de- 


pendents, entitled -to a benefit of 
$74 (the average now being paid) 
could earn about $2300 in a year 
and still get some of his benefits. 


Many older working people in 


San Mateo county have not yet 
applied for their social security 
benefits, he noted. He said that 
many of them may not realize 
that their earnigs are at a level 
which will now permit them to get 
some payments. 


Some others may be under the 


impression that if they earn more 
than $1200 a year they cannot col- 
lect any social security benefits. 
This is not so, he said. 


Another thing many people don't 


realize is that regardless of their 
annual earnings, a social security 
beneficiary can be paid his bene- 
fits for any month he does not 
earn more than $100 in wages nor 
work in self-employment. 


The social security district man-

District reveal that 250 of 920 
Burlingame High school students 
were absent on Wednesday. The 
normal rate of absenteeism at 
this time of year is between two 
and five per cent. 


Dr. Harlin Wynns, assistant San 


Mateo 
county 
health 
director, 


said the vims has only been iden- 
tified as an "upper respiratory 
ailment." It has not been identi- 
fied as any form of influenza for 
which a vaccine is available. 


He added that reports from Lof 


Angeles and other park of the 
state disclose that a similar type 
of ailment is prevalent at points 
other than in San Mateo county.

The movies are taken as the

cigarette, fumbling for the driV' 
trs' license from the billfold 
knee bends.

a movie of him at the station 
showing he was- flying pretty

high," Feaker said. 


There is no problem of getting 


pictures of drunks, Capt. Dillon 
stated. "Drunks just love to have 
Lheir pictures taken—they, like to 
show off." 


Several test showings of the 


films have been made to judges 
and prosecuting officials and all 


em in agreement that the strips 


can be introduced in court, Capt. 
Dillon said. • 


There is the possibility, how- 


ever, .that admlssibility as evi- 
dence will be challenged so' To- 


or peka police are not building their 


drunk driving cases solely on the 
film strips. Feaker said: 


'It is just another tool in nailing 


down a case." 


Changes in 


IQ Testing 


Developed 


Far-reaching changes in the 


testing of California school chil- 
dren are being developed to un- 
cover important talents' often 
missed by IQ tests given today. 
;0ne of these "lost" talents is 
creativity, according to Dr. Rich-! 
ard Crutchfield, associate director 
of the Uhiversity of California's 
Institute of Personality Assess- 
ment and Research. 
;Dr. Robert E. Jenkins, Pasa- 
dena city schools superintendent, 
also recognized this problem when 
he told the thirteenth annual Cali- 
fornia Teachers association slate 
state conference on educational 
research in Los Angeles earlier 
this month that If educators rely 
wholly on intelligence tests in 
classifying students, they will fail 
to identify 70 per cent of their 
students who have special cre- 
ative abilities. 
;Dr. Crutchfield predicts, how- 
ever, that in the next few years 
the IQ test will be supplemented 
by a battery of new tests which 
will identify for the first time the 
highly creative student in his high 
school years. 
'This will be a major achieve- 
ment In education, he asserted, be- 
cause it Will mean that many tal- 
ented students will be rescued 
from the ranks of the drop-outs 
and encouraged to continue their 
education in colleges and univer 
sities. 


The Institute of Personality As- 


sessment and Research, financed 
by a grant from the Carnegie 
cororation, has been studying 
what makes the highly creative 
man tick for (lie past five years. 
Its findings will be vital to the 
formulation of creative tests, Dr. 
Crutchfield said. 


Hie institute has found, for ex- 


ample, that the student in the back 
of the classroom, who barely 
passed for the second year in a 
row, may not be dumb—but crea- 
ative and frustrated. 


These creative individuals are 


an unusual breed. Often they are 
not HID most intelligent, the most 
capable or the most competent. 
But they are fairly intelligent— 
usually scoring 120 or higher on 
IQ tests. 


Creative students often receive 


poor grades because their Inter- 
ests do not fit into academic con- 
formity. As a result, they are 
often misjudged as mediocre by 
their teachers. Many are flunked 
in college and many others drop 
out of high school because no one 
has recognized their hidden tal- 
ents. 


There is evidence, the institute 


reports, that creative people are 
not interested in small details, in 
the practical and concrete. They 
seem more concerned with mean- 
ings, implications and symbolic 
equivalents. Often they are loners, 
with great curiosity about ideas. 
They also tend to be sensitive, 
skepitcal, introverted, willing to 
weigh ideas for a long period of 
.time without showing any signs of 
'undue anxiety. 
. This is the first lime the traits 
of the creative individual have 
been clearly identified. Dr. Crutch- 
field • said, and the implications 
can bo of great importance to 
education. For one tiling, it is 
!now blear that IQ tests have 
placed far too much stress on 
purely intellectual development 
and have failed to weigh motiva- 
tion and personality adequately. 
High schools, colleges and uni- 
versities have a major responsi- 
bility to identify and to nurture 
.creative students. If originality is 
not rewarded during those years, 
hie added, it may be lost to fields 
of endeavor which need it badly. 


1 These people are the innovators in 
ideas and methods who contribute 
important social and industrial 
advances.
